It has
protten Into dlsreputo, however, and. it
ls understood, thorr ls aerlous donbt
that a license for irtOD will bo granted.
At any rate, lt wlll hardly be granted
to the same proprletor. Tho other two
ln ourHtton are said to be in tha east-
orn part of the city. Judgo AVitt is
stlll pondering over thc llst, "and it

.may hc some days before the rcmaln-

ing BCVehty-elght are iinnounced.
Among those who aje applylng are

eeveral new names and several of
those who wero turned down last year.
Among th© former is the namo of a

man who has never boen ln tho lirjuor
business before. Ho was formerly a-

promlnent contractor, but cliangos ln
business throw hlm out of hla usual
vocatlon, and ho declded to change hla
calllng. There are eight appilcants
more than the 150 permitted by 'tho
ordinanc, nnd if three or more of tho
present liolrlcrs of licenses are turned
down, It will creale as many vacanclos
whlch may be allowed by law.

Badly Injured in Fall from
Street Car.

After she had rung tho bcll, and
before the car had stopped, Mrs. Mabel
Thorn, thlrty years old, of 1315 Chafln

Street, walked out on the front plat-
lorm of a Maln Streot car late last

nlght, and ln somo lnexpllcable man¬

ner was thrown to tho cobblo stones.
She"'suffcred a severo fracture of the
ultull above the left temple, which waa

not dlscovered untll an early hour
this mornlng after Dr. West had made
a tliorougli exanilhatlon of hor in-
Jurlos. Besldes tho blow on her head,
Mrs. Thorn Avas badly shaken up, and
recelved cuts and brulses in othet!

and no ono can tell how the accident
occurred.

Frank W. Upshur went to tho scene
AVlth '.an ambulance, but the Injured
woman rofused to go to a hospltal
and Avould not be satlslled untll hot
OAvn ftunlly physlcian Avaa eallcd tn.
Mrs. Thorn is a avUIow, and has one
child. Hor condltlon Is critlcal.

Bpcclmcng of oysters from the rocks

wlll bo examlned for tho purposo of
ascortalnlng Avhethor or not they con-
taln any typhoid fcver or othor dlseaHo
gorms. Also the physlclans wlll ma'ko
an oxaminatlon of tho wator around
tho rocks to dotermlne Avhother or not
tiioro Is any contamlnatlon from sower
doposlts'or othor causes.

Mnke Publlc Ilcport.
Thls Is the flrst lnspectlon of its

kind that has boen conductcd by the
Health Department of the State. Tho
physlclans aro accompanled by a sec¬
retary, who wlll comparo a completo
rcport of all of the examinatlonn
made. Tho rcport wlll be mado publlc
Avhen the officers return to RIchmonn,
and naturally lt will ho of great ln¬
terest throughout A'lrKlnla nnd ln other
States where Vlrplnla oysters are sold.
Only a short tlmo npro tho Tlenlth

Department of the City of Noaa' York
sont inspectors to T,ynnhavon Bay tn
c:;n.mlno tho oysters there. Aftor n

completo lnspectlon tho Now York doc-
tors gavo tho Lynn haven' bivalves a

Three Times He Attempts to
Stab Police Officer
